IN THE CLAIMS : 

In claim 14, line 4, after ''gas'' the phrase --from a conduit external to the 
drum— was inserted. 

The above change to claim 14 was made to more particularly point out 
the stream of gas is provided from a source external to the print drum and 
thereby more clearly distinguishes the claim language from a typical vacuum 
drum type arrangement, such as that shown in the prior art reference US 
6,074,056, in which the vacuum source is provided inside the drum. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to claims 1, 20 and 26, note the previous comments on 

pages 7 and 8 of the Office Action dated October 15, 2004. 
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With respect to claims 14 and 33 in particular, the prior art of record 
fails to teach or fairly suggest a printing apparatus or method having all of the 
structure (or method steps) as recited, in combination with and particularly 
including, directing a stream of gas from a conduit external to the drum 
through the screen and towards the drum.
